City Refuses to Rezone HUD Land

The question of whether an east 
Plano tract could be rezoned was 
really answered before the public 
hearing began Thursday night. 
Almost 
2,000 
residents 
had 
petitioned the City Council to consider 
rezoning 27.8 acres on the northwest 
and southwest corners of the Park 
Boulevard-Avenue N intersection. 


But the law firm of Boyd. Viegel & 
Gay Inc., retained by the city for 
advice on dealing with the Depart­ 
m ent 
of 
Housing 
and 
U rban 
Development, told the council and 
Planning and Zoning Commission that 
the city “ has no option but to deny.’’ 
Stressing that it was question of 
law, Bill Boyd said the council had no 
discretion in the m atter at all. 


Since the action to rezone the 
property from apartm ents to retail 
was only initiated after plans for a 
HUD approved housing project were 
announced, all legal precedents are 
against the city, the attorney ex­ 
plained. 
“ Cases involving rezoning im ­ 
mediately upon learning of plans to 
erect lower income housing have 


consistently been determined in favor 
of the property owner and the future 
users of the assisted housing system ," 
he said. 
Federal courts have viewed the 
actions of city councils and planning 
and zoning commissions in reaction to 
petitions as a “direct result of the bias 
and prejudice on the part of owTiers of 
property, which feeling carried over 
to the mem bers of the two governing 
bodies." 


Public Hearing 
On Beer, Wine 
Planned by P&Z 


Citizens will have a last chance 
to comment on the regulation of 
beer and wine sales tonight. 
The City Council and Planning 
and Zoning Commission will hold 
a joint public hearing on the 
m atter at 7:30 p.m. 
The sale of beer and wine was 
approved by voters in October by 
a 5,791 to 4,464 count. The council 
called a 60-day m oratorium , 
which expires on Dec. 9, to 
consider appropriate regulations. 
City Attorney Bill Roberts has 
warned the council that it has 
limited authority under state law 
to regulate sales. 


The courts have found the true 
motivation to be an attempt “to keep a 
large concentration of negroes and 
other minority groups from living in 
the area and possibly bringing about a 
depreciation in property values in the 
immediate vicinity." 
“ A rgum ents that neighborhoods 
would become overcrowded, schools 
would 
becom e 
overcrow ded, 
recreational facilities and firefighting 
capabilities would be insufficient, 
possible devaluation of adjacent 
single-family homes and increased 
traffic 
have 
been 
insufficient 
to 
overcome the presumption of racial 
prejudice," he continued. 
Boyd also warned that under the 
Civil Rights Act. any person depriving 
another of rights and privileges af­ 
forded by the Constitution and the 
laws of the United States is liable to 
any party injured. 
“Conspiracy to interfere with civil 
rights by depriving persons of rights 
and privileges also subjects the of 
fender to possible civil dam ages.” he 


warned 
“ Public officials are not 
always immune from suit under the 
Civil Rights Act. Actual and punitive 
damages, as well as all attorney’s fees 
incurred by the complaining party, 
are recoverable under the Civil Rights 
Statute.” 
He reminded that the Fair Housing 
Act also provides relief in the form of 
civil dam ages to any party subject to 
a discriminatory housing project. 
“ In addition to possible civil 
penalties, 18 USG 242 declares it to be 
a criminal offense to deprive, under 
color or any law, statute, ordinance, 
regulation or custom, any rights, 
privileges, or immunities secured or 
protected by the Constitution or laws 
of the United States," he added, “ and 
18 USG 241 makes it a crim inal offense 
for any two or more persons to con­ 
spire to oppress or intim idate any 
citizen in the free exercise or en­ 
joyment of any right or privilege 
secured to him by Constitution or laws 
of the United States.”

TP&L Initiates New Program 
To Help Energy Conservation 


Texas Power & Light Company has 
announced plans for expansion of its 
program to assist custom ers in 
conservation of energy in the home, 
an expansion that will entail tougher 
standards and offer more service to 
customers. The new program will go 
into effect January I. 
The program , formerly known as 
the 135-Point Energy Efficiency Plan, 
will now be known as the NEW E-OK 
Program. 
It is the result of a m erger of 
TP&L’s 135-Point plan with the E-OK 
programs of TP&L affiliates, Dallas 
Power & Light and Texas Electric 


Service Company, and the National 
Energy W'atch (NEW) program of the 
Edison Electric Institute, a national 
organization supported by investor- 
owned electric utilities around the 
country. 
TP&L, DP&L and TESCO, affiliates 
of the Texas Utilities System . are the 
second group of utilities in the country 
to launch the NEW program. 
Among new services sta rtin g 
January I will be advice to customers 
on arranging loans for home con­ 
servation projects; information on 
qualified insulation contractors in the 
TP&L service area; home energy 


inspections 
or 
do-it-yourself 
evaluation kits; and estim ates of 
energy and cost savings that would 
result from various energy efficiency 
improvements. 
Any home TP&L certifies E-OK 
after January I will automatically 
qualify its homeowner as a m em ber of 
the National Energy Watclj, the first 
nationally organized conservation 
program to encourage im proved 
energy efficiency sta n d a rd s for 
homes. 
The NEW E-OK plan retains the 135- 
point program for certification

Grand Jury 
Gives No Bills 
For Gambling 


Geroge Thomas Bryan and Albert 
Frank Mokry, arrested Sept. 30 by the 
Plano Police Department, have been 
no billed by the Collin County grand 
jury on charges of possession of 
gambling equipment. 
The pair was apprehended in a night 
raid on the Peanut Butter and Jelly 
tee shirt shop, 1965 Avenue K. Police, 
acting on a tip, also confiscated five 
dice tables, two roulette wheels, 43 
black jack half tables and two full size 
black jack tables at the clothing store. 
If Bryan and Mokry had been in­ 
dicted by the grand jury, they would 
have faced trial for a third degree 
felony. 
“As far as I was concerned there 
was nothing technically wrong with 
the case from an evidence or police 
standpoint,” said District Attorney 
Tom O’Connell. “They (the grand 
jury) just apparently felt a fte r 
hearing the evidence that it didn’t 
warrant prosecution.”

evidence...that the equipment was 
being used for commercial gambling 
activities,” 
the district atto rn ey 
added. “ Whether that m ade a dif­ 
ference or that was the deciding 
factor, I have no way of knowing.”

A society which cuts its young 
people loose at an early age and which 
labels drugs as non-drugs is the root of 
teenage drug use, says a University of 
Texas at Dallas expert in sociology 
? nd drug abuse. 
“We have a society where, when a 
child reaches 13 or 14 years old. you 
cut him loose. How can you cut him 
loose in this society then try to 
prohibit him 9” asked Dr. Lawrence 
Redlinger, 
associate 
professor 
of 
sociology and criminal justice at 
UTD. 
“ You also have a society that hypes 
itself up on enormous amounts of 
caffein e—coffee. Cokes, M ountain 
Dew. Alcohol is considered a drink, 
not a drug. Do you need help waking 
up? Drink some coffee. Do you need to 
relax? Have a drink Are you ner­ 
vous9 Take a pill," Dr 
Redlinger 
commented. 
“When 
we've got 
a 
culture that deals out these type 
remedies, how can we worry about the 
m arijuana problem9' 


Dr. Redlinger, a former visiting 
fellow to the National Drug Abuse 
Council in Washington D C . claimed 
that the “ big three" for high school 
students are alcohol, tobacco and 
m arijuana, in that order 
“One now finds a multiple drug use 
pattern." he explained “ At parties. 


there’s a mix of those three drugs— 
nicotine, alcohol and te tra h y d ro ­ 
cannabinol (THC, the active chemical 
in m arijuana). All three drugs are 
interacting. 
“ Years ago, there was a single use 
pattern," Dr. Redlinger added. “The 
old users didn’t mix drugs. They 
smoked dope to enhance certain 
aspects of their reality and they 
believed that alcohol inhibited that 
enhancem ent.” 
The use of LSD has stabilized, said 
the professor, because the reactions to 
hallucinogens are less predictable 
than reactions to other drugs. Bar­ 
biturate and am phetam ine use has 
also become stabile, he said, but 
marijuana rem ains very popular 
Thanks to what Dr Redlinger calls 
the “pot luck law,” m arijuana use has 
become less dangerous, legally. The 
recent law, which makes possession of 
less than four ounces of m arijuana a 
m isdem eanor 
com pared 
to 
the 
previous law where possession of a 
single cigarette was a felony, has also 
served to make m arijuana more 
readily available 
Why do the youth of today smoke 
m arijuana and use other drugs9 
“Why not?" Dr Redlinger stated 
flatly. “Give me three good social 
reasons why not. The kinds of norms 
that bind young people aren’t the 
norms that bind their parents." 
Attempting to eradicate the drugs 
themselves will not solve the problem. 
said the instructor, who is currently at 
work with two other professors on an

from

Assistance Administration. 
“You can’t knock out the supply. It 
only raises the price,” Redlinger 
reasoned. 
“ The 
Plano 
Police 
D epartm ent 
can ’t 
enforce 
(prohibition) Where are they going to 
get the manpower9 
“ The best way to get people off of 
drugs is to let them get older.” 
Drug education at home and-or at 
school also has its limitations as a 
solution to drug use, according to 
Redlinger. 
“ It acquaints people with what they 
should or shouldn’t do, but it doesn’t 
necessarily stop them .” he pointed 
out.“ All you can hope for when you 
raise a child is that he’ll make in­ 
telligent decisions. You just hope. 
“The point is what we see linked to 
drug use When it’s perceived as a 
behavior problem, then it’s abuse,” he 
continued “ If your kids use drugs but 
they still make A’s in school, is that a 
problem? People are concerned about 
drugs because of what they perceive 
the consequences to be ” 
Maybe, the sociologist suggested, 
Plano doesn t have a drug problem at 
all The question depends on one’s 
definition of “problem." 
“ You shouldn't debate whether or 
not Plano has a drug problem but at 
what level will the com m unity 
to lerate 
drug 
u se,” 
noted 
Dr. 
R edlinger 
“ A 
com m unity 
will 
tolerate a lot when it’s busy with 
something else 


“What would I do if I were the police 
chief in Plano and thought I had a 
drug problem ?" he hypothesized “ I d 
sit down and say, ‘What are the signs9 
B ehavior 
problem s, 
juvenile 
delinquency, burglaries?’ Then I’d 
say, ‘W hat’s it going to cost us?’ It 
doesn’t do any good to get all upset 
about it emotionally. A barking dog 
never stopped a good burglar 
“ Is there a problem? Well, what is 
it?" Dr. Redlinger concluded “ In so 


far as you want to change the culture, 
there s a solution. Parents will have to 
slow down—use less coffee, less tea, 
less Valium, less alcohol. They’ll do 
that and.their kids will too 


“We’re hopelessly involved in the 
20th Century and what it breeds No 
one will come to grips with the big 
issues, so it comes dowTi to what 
lengths will society to le ra te its 
problem s.”

“ In my legal opinion,” he 
added, “ to rezone back 
under these circumstances 
would violate the Civil

Local Women Attend Conference

Rubbing shoulders with 
prominent women such as 
Margaret 
Mead 
was 
a 
highlight of the National 
Women's Conference for 
four Plano women who at­ 
tended the mid-November 
conference in Houston 
“ Just to be in the same 
room with Margaret Mead. 
Barbara Jordan, all those 
women...” was quite an 
honor, according to Nancy 
Stevens, president of the 
local chapter of the League 
of Women Voters. 
Also 
attending 
were 
Jeanne Peters, president of 
the 
local 
American 
Association of University 
Women; Ida Wellsman, a 
past AAUW president, and 
Meg Titus of the league’s 
state board and consumer 
advocate for the AAUW. 
The four attended not as 
representatives of their 
respective organizations or 
as elected delegates, but 
“ because we were con­ 
cerned.” 
“ I feel this is a landmark 
time for women...this is the 
crossroads,” 
said 
Mrs. 
Titus. “ We now, I believe, 
finally have the opportunity 
to be treated equally.” 


Planoites Give Input at National Meeting 
Congress, and, although the 
federal legislators are not

Their impressions of the 
conference were that it was 
an orderly, fairly-conducted 
meeting; that it resulted in 
important 
communication 
between opposing factions, 
and it was an inspiring 
moment 
in 
history 
for 
women. 
All four said they didn t 
believe the conference could 
have been conducted any 
more fairly for all sides 
concerned 
In answer to questions 
raised by the so-called pro­ 
life groups, or right-wing 
factions, about the fairness 
of the debate procedures, 
Mrs. Titus said that the 
chairperson was in all in­ 
stances extremely careful to 
see that all sides were heard 
during debates. 
There 
were 
eight 
microphones, though, and 
about 1,900 delegates. Each 
time debate on a particular 
issue would open, at least 25 
persons would line up at 
each microphone. 
“ There is no way we could 
have heard 25 people at eight 
microphones on 26 issues,” 
Mrs. Titus said. She said the 
debates were “ so carefully 
done.” 
For example, she said, if 
two “ pro” speakers on a 
given issue were able to 
reach the microphones and 
no speakers from the “ con” 
viewpoint were represented, 
the chairperson would ask 
that a “ con” speaker be 
recognized in 
order 
to 
balance the debate. 
The forces who opposed 
the National Plan of Action, 
most of which was adopted 
at the conference, have 
complained bitterly about 
unfair debate practices. 
However, 
the 
Plano 
women agreed that the 
“ con” speakers wasted their 
debate time by raising 
frequent points of order or 
using other delaying tactics 
rather than “ debating the 
meat of the issues. They 
committed a grave, tactical 
error in not allowing fuller 
debate,” Mrs. Titus said. 
The one criticism the 
women felt may have been

three-hour extension was 
called at the end of the three- 
day session. Because of 
previously-arranged airline 
and hotel schedules, some 
delegates were forced to 
leave without taking part in 
the extended session, and 


this led to a number of 
complaints. 
The local women felt that 
there was no way the con­ 
ference could have been 
conducted more quickly or in 
a more orderly fashion, 
though. 
“ The 
pervasive 
thing 
about the whole conference 
to me,” Mrs. Wellsman said, 
“ was that people talked to 
each other, calmly and 
rationally.” 
All agreed that the media 
did not adequately cover the 
one-to-one interaction that 
took place. “ People were 
amazed to discover how 
little distance there really 
is” 
between 
their 
viewpoints, Mrs. Titus said. 
“ I don’t know how we could 
have become so divided.” 
The four think this in­ 
teraction was the most 
important result of the 
conference and that it should 
be applied on a wider scale 
with women throughout the 
country. 
“ It’s just going to have to 
be ‘Talk, talk, talk’ because 
some people won’t read!” 
said Jeanne Peters. 
President Carter will now 
receive the report on the 


conference, which will in­ 
clude recommendations on 
the issues listed in the 
National Plan of Action. 
He, in turn. will submit the

It looks like cold w eather 
m ay finally be getting here, 
and that m eans som e of the 
varm its that 
live outside 
m ay

these varm its that everyone 
is fam iliar with is the m ouse. 
A round 
h ere,

probably enter hom es m ost 
often through the garage. 
They can squeeze through 
holes that are less than one- 
half inch in diam eter, so you 
can see how difficult it m ight 
be to keep them outside. 
Mice usually live from 15 
t o 18 m onths, and the fem ale 
will have an average of 5 or 
six litters per year. L itters 
average 6-8 young but m ay 
contain as m any as 15. The 
young are born blind and 


must develop for about 3 
weeks before they can strike 
out on their own 
Sexual 
m aturity is reached at the 
age of 2*2 m onths 
Mice feed m ainly at night 
and are very fickle in their 
food preferences.

The main 
drawbacks are that Mahan 
kernels just don’t have much 
flavor and, once the tree is 
fairly large, it can’t tran­ 
sport enough food and water 
to fill out all the kernels 
uniformly. The result is a bit 
disappointing-2 inch shells 
and I inch kernels.
